Final Plans for 
New Courts and 
J ail Now Ready 


Final plans for th* new Cook 
county Criminal courts, jail, and 
administration building to be built 
at 26 th street and California av e. 
were made. 
The three buildings will cost $7 ,- 
5 00,000. 
The v oters hav e already 
authorized th# issuance of bonds to 
the amount of $4 ,5 00,000, and the 
issuance of $3,000,006 more in 
bonds is asked at the Nov . 2 elec­ 
tion. 
Plan Hture Court Building 
The Criminal courts building is 
to be sev en stories high. On the 
first floor will be the sheriff’s office 
and the office of the clerk of the 
Criminal court. 
The office of the 
state’s attorney will be on the sec­ 
ond floor. The third floor has not 
y et been assigned to an office. The 
chief justice.of the Criminal court 
and the grand jury rooms will oc­ 
cupy the fourth floor, and the fifth, 
six th and sev enth floor will be oc­ 
cupied by court rooms, four to a 
floor. 
The administration building will 
be fiv e stories high. 
The jailers’ 
offices and squad rooms will be on 
the first floor. A dining room and 
a kitchen where food will be cook­ 
ed for jurors will be on the second 
floor. 
The third, fourth and nfth 
floors will be occupied by suites for 
jurors. 
Plan for Woman J urors 
These jury suites will be so con­ 
nu ucted that they may hold both 
men and women jurors according 
to plans. There will be three rooms 
to a suite, one room for men, one 
room for women, and a common 
room w'here both may meet and de­ 
bate. This arrangement was made 
in anticipation of the time when 
women will be called for jury serv ­ 
ice. 
The jail will be four stories high 
and constructed in wings like a 
modem beach hotel.
